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Forerrord 

The  purpose  of  this  ref srencc  and  notes  is  to  list  naterials 
of  interest  to  students  of  corparative  politics.     All  of  the  bocks 
end  articles  included  in  this  bijliography  were  published  after 
1968,  that  is,  after  the  creaticn  of  Malaysia,  and  therefore, 
specifically,  eirphasize  data  relevant  to  developing  Kalaysian 
institutions,   ideologies  and  national  objectives.     Books  other  than 
those  directly  related  to  these  subjects  have  been  included  only 
sparingly  and  only  when  these  forn  a  major  source  of  inforn-aticn 
on  these  topics . 

Since  a  work  of  this  kind  cannot  be  all-inclusive,  each  section 
in  these  pages  requires  a  selection  of  materials  which  have 
relevance  to  other  sections  and  thus  inclusion  of  a  subject  in  one 
category  rather  than  in  another  often  necessitated  an  arbitrary 
decision  by  the  compiler.     As  the  total  n\inber  of  titles  included 
herein  is  not  very  great  the  reader  can  readily  build  a  list  of 
readings  with  priorities  for  his  own  needs . 

For  those  readers  who  want  a  more  detailed  survey  of  earlier 
data  pertaining  to  I-Ialaysian  political  processes,  attention  is 
called  to  the  recently  issued  Index  Malaysians   (>EF-AS,   Kuala 
Lumpur:     1970),  edited  by  Lim  Tuck  Tee  and  D.E.K.  ^'ijasuriya.

Current  materials,  primarily  these  published  in  the  United 
States  and  the  United  Kingdom  are  exhaustively  catalogued  in  the 
annual  September  issue  of  the  Journal  of  Asian  Studies ,     The  Far 
Eastern  Economic  Review,  The  Asia  Research  Bulletin  as  xrell  as 
The  Straits  Times  Monthly  Survey  of  jyhlaysia  and  Singapore  (London) 
are  of  considerable  importance  for  systematized  information  on  a 
host  of  subjects . 

This  monog;raph  lists  a  number  of  academic  exercises,  mostly 
B.A.  honors  theses  submitted  to  the  Department  of  Economics  and 
Business  Administration,  University  of  ly^laya,  Kuala  Lumpur, 
Malaysia.  These  pieces  can  be  freely  consulted  at  the  University 
a  year  after  their  initial  submission  to  the  relevant  faculties.
